FOREWORD 


Gordon Doubleday is best remembered in more recent times for his sale of Coins of 
Edward III, sold in these rooms 6th June 1972; in earlier days, he was known to most 
as, from 1951-1954, he was Hon. Secretary of the British Numismatic Society, of 
which he is a Vice-President today. Now offered are his Anglo-Saxon coins: the post- 
Conquest series from William up to Edward III will be offered for sale next year. 

There are 707 late Anglo-Saxon coins catalogued in 616 lots, the collection being 
particularly strong in the mints of East Anglia, specifically Cambridge (24), 
Colchester (50), Ipswich (42), Norwich (74), Thetford (76) and no less than 31 
specimens of his home town of Maldon. Not quite East Anglia, but quite by chance, 
an collection includes the fourth known specimen of the mint of Caistor, Lincs. (lot 
__ Wherever possible, the coins are offered in single lots and the catalogue is liberally 
illustrated, especially for the comprehensive series of East Anglian coins. 

With the exception of London, as far as possible references are given to an 
illustration of the same dies, Hildebrand being the obvious exception, but BMC 
references have been checked against the coins in the British Museum. A common 
coin without a specific reference would infer that those particular dies have not been 
traced. Turner (Colchester), Carson (Thetford) and King (Sussex) are inconsistent 
and not always explicit so that the references in some cases cannot be confirmed (see 
lots 147, 469). References to York coins are often given to S.C.B.I., Merseyside 
Museums, Dr. Philip Nelson of Liverpool having collected that mint, perhaps 
because so many coins of the local mint, Chester, had been acquired by Willoughby 
Gardner. Again, several Thetford coins of late Edward Confessor are given refer- 
ences to S.C.B.I., Ashmolean Museum, Sir Arthur Evans having presented many 
pieces from the Walbrook 1872 Find (Thompson 255). 

Having started collected at an early age, he would be seen to have been most 
active acquiring coins during the twelve years or so from 1948—in the sale room at 
the Lawrence, Ryan, Parsons, Carr and Lockett sales, and privately from the Argyll 
and Wells Collections. Whilst cataloguing, one wondered just how many coins 
might have been in the Argyll collection, half the coins in the first 38 lots having just 
that provenance. Sonia Carr was a name remembered by me from a correspondence 
file in my youth—‘Sonia Carr, Nanyuki, Kenya’’. I had not realised it related to a 
sale of coins at Sotheby’s 3 Dec. 1956 and what a specialist group of East Anglian 
coins it comprised. Although some Carr pieces have a Carlyon-Britton provenance, it 
is very evident that many more are from the same source, as Argyll coins are from 
Grantley, though not so easy to prove. Reference to Anthony Freeman’s ‘The 
Moneyer and the Mint in the reign of Edward the Confessor 1042-1066” (what a 
boon to any cataloguer) will illustrate this point. Although he did not include the 
Doubleday coins in his researches, many of these coins must be noted, but under 
another name. Other provenances can be checked with the aid of Manville & 
Robertson’s ‘British Auction Catalogues, 1710-1984” (another boon to the catalo- 

uer). 
Frank Purvey, now retired to Spain, prepared the 21 plates and Helen Frizzell 
weighed the coins which are sold with their tickets.
